The first heat started at 3:45 p.m. 
St. Julien drew the pole, and at the 
third attempt they got the word, with 
St. Julien half a length ahead.

The Newbern’s Sick Improving---

San Francisco,’ Oct. 2.—The four 

yellow fever patients aboard the steamer

LIEUT. GREELY. 
Report of His Murder--Another Re- 
porto? His Death. 
Lonpon, Oct. 2.—The Times gives 
reports from Uppernavik that Lieut. 


Greely, of the American Arctic Expe- 
dition, was murdered by his mutinous 
crew. The report comes from Hams 
Hendrik, an Esquimaux with'Dr. Nath. 
erst. Hendrik states that he got the 
news from the Esquimaux at Cape 
Hork. The Times considers the report 
improbable, as Dr.,.Natherst has never 
mentioned it. (Note.) Mr. Natherst 
was the geologist of the Nordenskjold 
expedition. Prof. Nordenskjold tele- 
graphed to the Associated Press from 
Scretsbstu, under date of Sept. 22d, 
that an Esquimaux named Dans Chris- 
tian, who was interpreter with Dr. 
Natherst, reported having met a party 
of Esquimaux at God Haven, who had 
come from Wolstenholm. This party 
stated they fad been informed by other 
natives that the commander of the 
American expedition and another mem- 
ber of the party were dead. The re- 
port printed in the London Times may 
have been based on tlie same story.
